The  Public  Free  Libraries  Committee  present  the  following  Report 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1875-G,  the  Public  Free 
Libraries  Committee  have  to  record  a  decline  in  the  number  of  books  borrowed 
from  and  read  in  the  Libraries.  The  issues  during  the  year  have  been 
823,715,  comprising  548,189  volumes  issued  to  borrowers,  58,718  volumes  and 
74,868  Specifications  of  Patents  issued  in  the  Reference  Library,  and  141,990 
volumes  issued  in  the  Branch  Libraries  Reading  Rooms,  being  a  decrease  of 
36,009  on  the  isssue  of  1874-5.  The  decline  has  occurred  in  the  Reference 
Library  in  all  Classes,  and  in  the  Lending  Libraries  in  the  Classes  Theology, 
Science,  and  General  Literature.  But  in  the  Lending  Libraries  the  demand  for 
works  of  History,  Politics,  and  Fiction,  has  so  far  increased  as  to  balance  to  some 
degree  the  diminution  of  interest  on  other  subjects.  The  principal  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  readers  and  of  books  read  has  occurred  in  the  Reference 
Library,  in  which  there  have  been  38,504  readers  and  133,586  issues 
during  the  year,  as  against  41,611  readers  and  161,599  works  last  year, 
which  may  be  summarised  as  a  decrease  of  3,107  in  readers  and  28,013  books. 
Various  causes  have  combined  to  bring  about  this  result, — such  as  the  insecurity 
of  the  building,  and  the  dispersion  for  safety  of  a  great  number  of  the  books  to 
other  buildings. 

The  Council  having  authorised  your  Committee  to  look  for  a  site  for  the 
Reference  Library,  report  that  they  are  now  making  such  inquiries  as  will 
shortly  enable  them  to  report  to  the  Council.  When  a  new  Reference  Library, 
which  is  indispensable  for  the  satisfactory  working  of  the  department,  has  been 
erected  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  public  the  tide  of  usefulness,  which 
would  appear  to  have  been  temporarily  checked,  will  again  flow  on,  and,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee,  wall  again  rise  higher  than  it  has  ever  done  in  past 
times. 

The  preparation  of  the  Continuation-Catalogue  of  the  Reference  Library  has 
been  materially  retarded  through  the  want  of  ready  access  to  the  books.  This 
work  is,  however,  progressing,  and  will  include,  when  finished,  a  complete  index 
to  the  titles  of  all  the  works  which  the  Library  contains. 
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Although  the  number  of  readers  of  hooks  has  diminished,  the  Newsrooms 
attached  to  the  Libraries  have  been  more  popular  than  ever,  having  been  used 
during  the  year  by  1,683,000  persons;  an  excess  of  45,000  over  the  number  of 
the  preceding  year.  This  is  clear  testimony  to  the  augmented  interest  of  the 
people  in  public  affairs,  inasmuch  as  the  chief  attractions  of  the  Newsrooms  are, 
of  course,  the  newspapers,  and  that  these  have  been  diligently  read  the  above 
figures  evidently  show. 

During  the  year  2,645  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Library;  1,916  by 
purchase,  and  729  by  presentation.  Of  these  1,492  have  been  placed  in  the 
Reference,  and  1,153  in  the  Branch  Libraries.  The  total  number  of  volumes 
on  the  shelves  of  the  Institution  is  now  135,713,  of  which  55,000  are  in  the 
Reference  and  80,440  in  the  Lending  Libraries. 

The  new  building  for  the  Cheetham  Branch  Library,  the  corner-stone  of 
which  wras  laid  on  the  11th  of  May  last  by  Alderman  Baker,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  is  in  course  of  construction,  and  will  be  ready  for  public  opening 
early  in  the  next  year.
